2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-29 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a system for real- 
time monitoring of changes in a sub-seafloor hydrocarbon reservoir over an interval of time during which there may be hydrocarbon 
extraction including a transmitter; a plurality of seafloor antennae distributed on the seafloor wherein each antenna comprises a 
receiver electrode array each providing a signal responsive to energy from the transmitter on each of the occasion; at least one data 
logging process for receiving on each occasion the signal from each of the antennae, the signal characterizing, in part, impedance of 
the reservoir and for causing storage for each occasion of at least one parameter related to the signals received from the antennae; a 
clocking device for associating a time with respect to the at least one parameter stored and an optional comparison process for 
identifying changes over time in the at least one parameter.
